the bills in January. "Last year, it 
was not clear where it was going, 
but this year I feel optimistic." 

The shift back to plastic comes 
after several years in which Ameri- 
can consumers trimmed their ex- 
penditures and paid down their dcto_ 
after the spending binge oflhc 
1980s. By 1992, credit card spend- 
ing had slowed considerably. 

But now, borrowing is back. 
Economists, retail industry ob- 
servers and consumers themselves 
cite several reasons: convenience; 
the case of getting cards; the ability 
to buy what consumers otherwise 
couldn't afford; fear of crime. In 
addition, many retailers that once 
didn’t accept credit cards — partic- 
ularly large grocery chains, ware- 
house clubs and giant retailer Scars, 
Roebuck & Co. — now permit 
shoppersdo use them. . 

While once retailers had to have 
purchases authorized by telephone, 
improved computer technology 
means that a credit card purchase 
now takes, on average, about 15 
seconds. In contrast, it takes about 
90 seconds to write a check, and the 
delays can be considerably longer if 
a harried store manager must be 
found to approve the purchase. 


Similarly, some time-strapped 
shoppers have shifted to making 
their purchases on home shopping 
networks or via direct mail market- 
ing, which most people do by credit 
card. 

The number of cards in the coun- 
try has soared 21 percent in the past 
year, industry experts say, partially 
because of frequent direct-mail and 
telephone inducements by credit 
card companies offering such pre- 
miums as frcqucnt-flicr miles. T he 
offers have proved enticing to con- 
sumers, who hold an overage of 
eight to 10 cards, including general- 
use credit cards and specialized de- 
partment store and gasoline cards. 

The credit 'card companies want 
more cards in use because they 
make money on the interest rates 
they charge consumers. For a stan- 
dard card, the rate is, on average, a 
hefty 17.7 percent annually, accord- 
ing to Ram Research Corp.,. which 
tracks the market nationally. 

“Everybody’s got a gimmick 
these days to get you to take their 
card," said Ruth Susswcin of 
Bankcard Holders. “To get busi- 
ness, they need to steal it from 
somebody else. The market is satu- 
rated."

Valley needs careful thought 
about Micron recruitment 


• Until last week, the idea of a Mi- 
cron Technology Inc. plant in the 
Magic Valiev. wasn't much more than 


speculation. We were one ol 300 
communities Micron was consider- 
ing. and odds like those aren’t worth 
losing sleep over. — 

But the odds changed on Friday, 
when Micron shortened the list to 20 
sites, including one each in Twin 
Falls and Jerome counties. The com- 
munity’s attitude toward the project 
should change as well. Now we ought 
to start thinking seriously about it. 

In interviews Friday, local business 
boosters were decidedly subdued 
about being on the Micron list. 


soberly acknowledged the hazards in- 
| volved in courting Micron. 

“We’ve got to honestly assess this 
thing and decide if we can handle it,” 
said Kent Just, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Twin Falls Area Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Just is exactly_right. O ver the next 
few weeks, community leaders 
should explore both the hazards and 
the opportunities that Micron pre- 
sents. No one should take the ques- 
tion lightly, because if Micron lands 
here, everyone will feel the jolt. 

Micron is looking for a site on 
which to build a SI. 3 billion electron- 
ics factory. The plant ultimately 
could employ 3,500 people.- who in 
turn would consume all kinds of 
goods and services, fuclihg unprece-

Bridge, it will reorient much of Twin

Russian troop^ to stay in Chechnya 


MOSCOW (AP) President Boris Yeltsin 
declared Monday that. Russian troops arc in 
Chechnya to stay, but said it is time to halt the 
amty s two-week offensive against the rebel repub- 
lic. 

He also appeared poised to make another offer of 
peace talks to Chechnya’s defiant leader. Dzhokhar 
Dudayev. 

•Yeltsin said the army could be withdrawn from 
around Grozny, the Chechen capital, to other points 
inside the small, mostly Muslim republic in southern 
Russia. 

"It is our republic and troops will be present there 
permanently." Yeltsin told his Security Council. 
"However, it will he the job of the police to restore 
order to Grozny und oilier areas of Chechnya. " 

Many Russian soldiers have refused to advance 
into Grozny, saving they won’t tire on civilians. A 
number of commanders who balked reportedly have 
been replaced. 

But Russian warplanes have ravaged the city. 


Scores of civilians have died; much of downtown lias 
been reduced to ruins and lens of thousands have fled 
the besieged capital. 

In outlying areas, _Riissianjr<*ops.ha\:c.cncountcraL| 
stiff resistance from Chechen fighters in several 
strategic villages. But the Russians appear to control 
many major roads as well as the borders. 

Yeltsin admitted Monday that there had been some 
"difficulties" with the Chechen operation, but said 
"we’ve reached the moment when it’s possible to 
wind up military participation and begin the second" 
phase. 

“Wc have reached the stage of restoring constitu- 
tional. legal order,” he said. 

His remarks were reported by the ITAR-Tass and 
Interfax news agencies. Both also said there would 
be another offer to negotiate with Dudayev, 

ITAR-Tass said the negotiating team would 
include the head of the Russian counterintelligence 
agency and the commander of Russian forces in 
Chechnya. _ _

Has anyone seen Monica Seles- 
lately? 

Tall kid. Legs that never stopped 
moving. Two-handed forehand and 
backhand. Two-syllable grunts. Best 
woman tennis player in the world. 

Whc nJ as Lsp o ued-on-a-tc n n i s-| 
court, Seles was wincing in pain and 
grabbing the spot on her upper back 
where a crazed fan has just plunged 
a kitchen knife. That was nearly two 
years ago and. while the physical 
wound has healed, a debilitating fear 
has kept Seles on the sidelines. 

Seles is the most prominent sym- 
bol of what has become the plague 
of sports in the 1990s — the super- 
star athlete who winds up at the cen- 
ter of a bullseye. 

As drugs did a decade ago, the 
threat of physical harm to athletes 
from those in the crowd has 
enveloped spons. It could be a mad- 
man or a hitman, or just the mood 

•'hysteria normal to rock stars. 

While security concerns can be 
traced back to at least f 97 2. when 
terrorists invaded the Olympic 
Village in Munich and killed II 
Israeli athletes and coaches, and 
sports such as soccer have dealt with 
rioting fans for decades, the fear 
now is the one-on-one encounter, 
the flash of a second when the knife 
blade or the knuckles make contact 
: and an athlete's life instantly 
changes. 

It could be Seles on court, or 
: Nancy Kerrigan coming off the 
• practice ice, or Charles Barkley sip- 
ping a postgame beer. If you're a 
recognizable athlete, it seems, 
there’s always someone in your 
face. 

And as the attacks on Seles and 
Kfrrigan show, no sport is untouch- 
able, no event is entirely safe. 

• "It wouldn’t be fair to make a 
blanket indictment," says Kentucky 
football coach Bill Curry, who has 
been subjected to threats from fans, 
rzt'sJtns-hisjvuii:.-“Thcre'arc'a-'lorof- 
wondcrful fans. It only takes a few 
to make it all seem very ugly.” 

The attack on Seles in April 1993 
was the single-most disturbing inci- 
dent because “it set a precedent for 
all sports, not only tennis, in that it 
marked the first lime an athlete had 
been violently attacked in his or her 
chosen field of play." says Anne 
Person Worcester, head of the 
Women’s Tennis Association. 
"While tournaments on the WTA 
tour have always been responsible 
and attentive to security matters, 
there is no doubt the incident gener- 
ated greater security awareness and 
preparedness."
